Attack on Alsace and 
Dept Payment Policies

Paris, Jane 19.—(United News.)— 
Premier VPoincaire, wartime president 
of France, returned to the role of 
critic of Germany Sunday to question 
that country’s attitude since the war. 

Coming simultaneously with the ne- 
gotiations between Foreign Ministers 
Briand, of France. and Stresemann. 
of Germany, regarding destruction of 
fortifications in Germany and the lat- 
ter country’s demands for reduction 
of French army of occupation in the 
Rhineland, Poincare’s address is re- 
garded as particularly significant. 

The premier chose to make his veil- 
ed attack on Germany at Luneville. 
because it was this frontier town 
which suffered some of the first Ger- 
man blows of the great war. His ad- 
dress was the chief feature of dedica- 
tion ceremonies at the Luneville war 
memorial. 

Taking up each of the controversial 
subjects outstanding between France 
and her former enemy, Poincare delib- 
erately questioned Germany's desire 


of living in harmony with her neigh- 
| bors. 


He took up the German atti- 
tude on the provinces of Alsace and 


‘Lorraine, which were restored to France 


by the treaty of Versailles. Her at- 
titude on continuation of the Dawes 
plan and destructionsof Rhineland for- 
tifications also came in for a ques- 
tioning. 

Poincare first demanded to know 
why Germany recently sent to Lisbon, 
Portugal, a warship named the Alsace. 
He also asked why a German minister 
recently declared that Germany never 
had morally renounced the lost prov- 
inces and that Alsace still was con- 
sidered by Germans as a German prov- 
ince. He expressed astonishment that 
such an interpretation could be put on 
the Locarno agreements by the Ger- 
man people,and also said it was a shock 
to him to learn that the German 
government would permit one of its 
representatives to predict that Ger- 
many would cease payments under the 
Dawes plan within two years. 

‘“‘Why should high financial authori- 
ties in Germany campaign for revision 
of the Dawes plan within two years’ 
times?’ asked Poincare. “If Ger- 
many had stated that she would never 
attempt to regain either Alsace or 


homa, the credit “to which hé, more 
than any other man, is entitled” as 
the “true author” of the federal re- 
serve act. , 

Mr. Untermyer, in a 40-page 
pamphlet made public today, charges 
that the manifest purpose of the book 
was “to picture Senator Glass in the 
role of the sole author of that his- 
torie piece of legislation and all oth- 
ers as at best assistants or super- 
numeraries.” 

To accomplish that purpose, he de- 
clares, Senator Glass “saw fit to 
assail bitterly the integrity” of Col- 
onel E. M. House, “to belittle and 
grossly misrepresent the work of the 
undersigned,” to “minimize the im- 
portant part played” by William Gibbs 
McAdoo, then secretary of the treas- 
ury. and “to ignore the influence” of 
William J. Bryan. 

He said the federal reserve act was 
the direct outcome of the disclosures 
by the Pugo investigating committee 
of the house of representatives in 
1912-13 “of the dangerous concentra- 
tion of the control of money and ered- 
its.” He added that this committee, 
of which he was counsel and investi- 
gator, “proved the existence of a vast 
money trust, which it was the design 
of the federal reserve act to destroy.”

DYNAMITE AGAIN 
BLASTS VIADUCT 
IN OWENS VALLEY 


Lone Pine, Cal.- June 19.—(P)— 
Another dynamiting of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct occurred early today 
near Diaz lake, two miles south of 
the Owens valley town. A large sec- 
tion of the open concrete lined ditch 
was torn out by the blast, which se- 
verely shook this town and sent part 
of the water pouring out into the 
semi-desert valley.

This will afford an opportunity for 
the acid test of the naval intentions 
of the nations, and will decide whether 
the great sea powers will enter upon 
a competitive and unlimited naval 
race,

From Secretary of War Davis, 
Lindbergh received his commission as 
a colonel in the United States army 
air force reserve, and governor Baker 
handed the daring youth che commis- 
sion of a colonel in the air force ol 
the Missouri national guard, in which 
he was a captain when he flew 
across the Atlantic. ~ 

“Today, before this statue of the 
patron saint of St. Louis, we are 
gathered to do honor to the pride of 
St. Louis, Charles Lindbergh,” said 
Secretary of War Davis. “King 
suis, the ninth, Saint Louis, tried in 
vain to conquer foreign peoples by 
forces of arms; JVindbergh captured 
the whole world by his skill, by his 
gallantry—above all, by his modesty. 
‘The Spirit of St. Louis,’ the crusad- 
er of old, was builded on faith. 
chivalry and idealism; The Spirit of 
St. Louis today, as typified by our 
crusader of the air, is builded on the 
same firm foundation. 


: Happy Inspiration. 

It was a happy inspiration which 
named Lindbergh’s plane “The Spirit 
of St. Louis.” In its proud and soar- 
ing flight it well typifies the spirit 
of this fair city. And the pilot, 
tall above his fellows, may well sug- 
gest the city’s patron saint, before 
whose monument we stand. who was 
‘every inch a_ king.’ Louis IX o 
France was a lover of peace, but a 
crusader; charitable but rigorously 
just, and, save for his-mother, Blanche 
of Castile, he rode alone, ruling with- 
out favorites or prime minister. How 
fitting that a plane with such a name, 
piloted by such a youth, should fly 
from America to her ancient ally, 
France. Lindbergh worthily repre- 
sents, not only the spirit of St. Louis 
but the spirit of America: above all. 
the spirit of glorious, daring, all- 
conquering youth. 

“Lindbergh has given inspiration to 
the glorious youth of today. Romance 
is not dead in a commercialized world.

“As representative of the army—of

WARE COUNTY PAVING 
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ALL STATE-AID ROADS 
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Waycross, Ga., June 19.—(Special.) 
Ware county not only is maintaining 
its leadership in the eleventh con- 
gressional district for improved high- 
ways but is rapidly attaining its goal 
of having every mile of state aid high- 
way hardsurfaced. The highway im- 
provement began with the passage of a 
bond issue which made available $630 
000 for road construction. A_ bond 
commission was named which began 
the task of getting every main high- 
way ready for hard-surfacing. 

The Central Dixie highway was 
hard-surfaced with three inches of as- 
phalt, giving a paved road from Bacon 
county to Miami, a distance of over 
400 miles. The Oglethorpe highway 
was hard-surfaced from Waycross to 
the Pierce county line, where it con- 
nects with the hard-surfacing to Black- 
shear and to Hurricane creek. The 
Columbus-Brunswick highway is now 
being hard-surfaced from Waycross to 
Waresboro. The deeds are now being 
signed preparatory to beginning the 
hard-surfacing of the Oglethorpe high- 
way from Waycross to the Clinch 
county line in July. 

This leaves only two portions of 
main highway yet to be paved—that 
‘from Waycross to the Brantley coun- 
ty line and that from Waresboro to 
the Atkinson county and Coffee coun- 
ty lines. As soon as these are com- 
pleted every mile of state aid highway 
in Ware county will be paved. 
~ The magnitude of this accomplish- 
ment is evident when it is noted that 
Ware county ranks third in the state 
for its number of miles of state-aid 
highway.

Of the 184 days the exposition 
was open, the report stated that onlv 
OU were officially listed as clear days.

if national forest timber is endan- 
gered. 


The defense held that the federal 
statute did not cover leaving a fire at 
any place except on government land. 

In haading down the opinion of the 
supreme court, Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes said: 

“The purpose of the act is to pre- 
vent forest fires, which have been one 
of the great economic misfortunes of 
the country. The danger depends 
upon the nearness of the fire; not 
upon the ownership of the land where 
it is built... . The statute is consti- 
tutional. Congress may prohibit the 
doing of acts upon privately owned 
lands that imperil the publicly owned 
forests... . Taken in connection with 
the danger to be prevented, it lars 
down a plain enough rule of conduct 
for anyone who seeks to obey the 
law.” 


+ 


The decision is especially important 
to national forest protection, for their 
thousands of miles of boundary are 
subject to the grave danger of fires 
that originate oa adjacent private 
lands outside and may sweep into the 
national forests. 

The careless camper or owner can 
no longer plead private ownership as 
an excuse for leaving a live fire which 
escapes into government timber. This, 
combined with the fact that the law 


applies equally clearly and forcefully 
to fires abandoned on government 
lands, gives a strong weapon for eom- 
hating this phase of the fire problem. 

The forest service cooperates in fire 


protection with many private owners 


whose lands adjoin 


or intermingle 
with national forest land, but there 
are many other owners and many visi- 
tors who are careless with fire and 
endanger public property. 

The forest service welcomes visitors 
to the national forests for recreational 
and other purposes, but it can not 
afford to be lenient with those who 
eadanger these large public proper- 
ties, and is compelled in their defense 
to a strict enforcement of the forest 
fire statutes. 

The forest service warns all camp- 
ers and®travelere within the national 
forests to drown their camp fires with 
water and to dispose of matches and 
smoking materials safely. Likewise, 
it warns local farmers and settlers to 
burn brush and other debris only in 
wet wether and in strict accordance 
with state and federal laws, remem-

A consideration of the facts will 
show that there is no reason for any 
uneasiness even on ihe part of the 
most economical watchdog of the 
treasury, since during the same year, 
according to figures compiled with the 
treasury department, the people of 
ties. As an illustration of this point, 
Georgia spent $64,607,400 for luxu- 
ries. Any state that speads such a 
large sum for luxuries can not claim 
that it is unable to provide larger 
amounts for the education of her boys 
and girls. 

Upon one thing all Georgians agree, 
namely, that the boys and girls of this 
state should be given educational ad- 
vantages equal to that provided 
other states for their boys and girls. 
Yo this connection it is interesting to 
note that according to the figures com- 
piled by the national industrial con- 
ference board the three states spend- 
ing the least per child of school age 
for education are as follows:

: According to the same board, Geor- 
Rias rank among the 48 states rela- 
tive to educational opportunities pro- 
vided the boys and girls of school age 
was 47th. The educational rank given 
Georgia by Frank M. Phillips, chief 
statistician of the bureau of education 
and professor of education in George 
Washington university, was 44th by 
the index method and 47th by the 
rank method. ‘There seems, therefore, 
to be a close correlation between the 
expenditure for education and the edu- 
cational opportunities provided; in 
other words, we usually get just about 
what we pay for in education as in 
the purchase of any other commodity. 
Since we invest little in education 
when compared with what other states 
spend per child of school age, we may 
expect to have a low educational rank, 
short terms, inadequately trained 
teachers, little or no equipment, libra- 
ries or laboratories, and as a result 
na all too large percentage of illit- 
eracy, poor attendance, and inade- 
quate educational opportunities. If 
we ure to improve our educational 
rank we must invest more money in 
education. In 1926, according to the 
national industrial coaference board, 
the average expenditure per child of 
school age from local and = state 
sources in Georgia was less than $18, 
while the corresponding average ex- 
penditure for the United States was 
$62.07. If the boys and girls in Geor- 
wia are to have educational opportu- 
nities equal to those. provided chil- 
dren by other states, Georgia must 
make greater sacrifices and provide 
larger amounts of money for the pub- 
lie schcvols, 

This raises the question, from what 
sources may additional funds for edu- 
cation be derived? Additional funds 
must be provided by the local commu- 
nities or by the state. The constitu- 
tio: of Georgia prohibits the counties 
of the state from levying more than 
five mills for the maintenance of the 
achools. Almost every county in the 
state is levying the five mills. there- 
ore the county can not provide addi- 
tional funds for the publie schools. 
Whe local communities should not be 
called upon to support their schools 
because of the inequalities in the 
financial ability of the different coun- 
ties of the state to provide for their 
children equal educational opportuni- 
if the poorest county in Georgia de- 
sires to provide for its children educa- 
tional opportunities provided the chil-

It is necessary 
then that the additional fwads requir- 
ed to.meet the crisis in financing the 
schools of the state be provided by the 
state as such. 

In the past Georgians have been 
proud of the fact that this state, as 
such, provided a larger percentage of 
the total revenue for the operation of 
the public schools than most of the 
other states. Today this is not the 
case, since the state provides only 26 
per cent of the total receipts for the 
public schools. In the past Georgians 
have been proud of the fact that this 
state, as such, set aside a large per- 
centage of the total receipts of the 
state for the support of the common 
schools. Again, today this is not the 
case, In 1926 nine southern states 
provided more per child of school age 
out of state revenue than did Georgia. 
Georgia in its constitution was the 
first state in the union to adopt the 
priaciple of state responsibility for 
the support of education, which is now 
being very generally accepted by the 
other states. This principle was rec- 
ognized in the statute law passed by 
the general assembly of 1919, which 
provided: “That 50 per cent of all 
revenue received by the state from all 
sources of,income or taxation shall be 
used and expended for the support 
and maintenance of the common 
schools of Georgia.” The following 
table, which gives the percentage the

‘appropriations for publie schools are 


of the receipts of the state treasury, 
shows to what extent this principle 
and this law has been complied with: 


In 1918 42 per cent of the total re- 
ceipts of the state treasury was appro- 
priated for public schools, while in 
1926 only 21 per cent of the total re- 
ceipts was appropriated for public 
schools. In other words, the percen- 
tage of treasury receip‘s appropriated 
for public schools ia 1926 was only 
one-hali that of 1918. In the appro- 
priation for publie schools in 1926 
had been as large a percentage of the 
treasury receipts as in 1918 (42 per 
cent), the appropriation for public 
schools would have been $10,052,- 
472.15. It is interesting to note in 
this connection that the treasury re- 
ceipts as listed above do not include 
$2.651.254.96 federal highway funds 
turned over to the state highway de- 
partment. 

The next question is, where will the 
state get the money it should provide 
for the publie schools? The state can 
provide funds from only two sources: 
first, by finding new or additional 
sources of revenue; second, by study- 
ing the amount of mgney the state 
now receives and how it is being spent 
in order to find out if a larger pro- 
portion of the receipts of the state 
treasury should be set aside for the 
publie schools. This we call the diver- 
sion of funds. 

The public schools of Georgia have 
been waiting for years for the state to 
find new or additional sources of rev- 
enue wad to set aside the same for the 
education of our boys and girls and 
they have not been found. The in- 
coming general assembly could render 
no greater service than to provide 
$2,000,000 in addition to the $5,000,- 
000 now provided for the public 
schools to be used as an equalization 
fund to be spent in the poorer coun- 
ties of the state to equalize education- 
al opportunities. If they can not find 
new or additional sources of revenue 
than they should see huw the revenue 
of the state, which in 1926 amounted 
to $23,034,457.51, is now being spent 
so as to determine which one of these 
can be reduced in order to provide ad- 
ditional funds for the public schools. 
Every citizen in Georgia considers 
that out of $24,000,000 received at the 
state treasury the state should be able 
to provide more than $5,000,000 for 
the public schools. If we are to haye 
no more revenue the question arises, 
how can we best spend the $24,000,- 
000 we now have? Will we put first 
things first? Was the European 
statesman right when he said, “Amer- 
ica is losing its spirituality and its 
idealism, which is being replaced by 
industrialism, commercialism, mate- 
rialism, which will will inevitably 
lead to bolshevism.”
